Justice J. W. McClendon, upheld the 
law ’s constitutionality on all of the 
disputed points, set aside the ordei 
of the lower court and dissolved the 
injunction. 
In upholding the permit and bond 
clauses of the law, Justice McClen­ 
don 
called 
them 
enforcement 
mea­ 
sures to help collect a tax “peculiarly 
subject to evasion and fraudulent de­ 
feat in its collection.” 
Criminal 
j>enalties 
for 
evasion, 
ranging from a minimum of $100 fine 
to a maximum of two years imprison­ 
ment and $T»,000 fine, drew this com­ 
ment from the court: "It can hardly 
seriously rtrged that there is any­ 
thing excessive, cruel or unusual in 
the prescribed penalties.”

The verdict was returned at 5:35 
' p. in., following throe and onc-lnilf 
j hours of argum ents by attorneys. 
Murrel was indicted on two counts, 
the first of which attem pted attack 
on Miss Ralls, punishable by a peni­ 
tentiary .sentence to be fixed by the 
court, the second charging him with 
attack which is punishable bv death, 
or, if tin4 jury so recommends, by life 
imprisonment. 
When the clerk of the court read 
th e verdict of “not guilty" un the first 
count, there w as a ripple of applause 
from the crowd which had gathered 
among them being more than a score 
of women. 
Judge It. J. McMillan im­ 
mediately halted the proceedings and 
warned the spectators that all would 
be expelled 
from the 
courtroom
